year to regulate the enforce¬ 
ment of these rules in each 
residence hall. Infractions will 
result in verbal and written 
warnings issued by Judical 


Reps Repeated offense* and 
infractions will result in a 
recommendation for a 
Campus Life Committee trial 

The Campus Life Commit¬ 
tee will continue to meet 
throughout the year to 
strengthen and evaluate the 
areas duscussed during 
training. It will be necessary

Honor Court

The Honor Court Exists .to 
educate the community, and to 
reinforce the need for integrity 
to those who violate the honor 
code. 

The Court consists of two 
representatives elected from 
each class, a chair, elected by 
the entire student body, and a 
Senate-approved sten¬ 
ographer. No faculty or 
administrators sit on the 
Court, but the Dean of 
Students, Sue Bently (Acting 
Dean of Students) is the 
official advisor to the Court, 
should they need one. 

Among the ways a student 
may be brought to trial are 


lying, cheating and/or 
stealing. Students or faculty 
members may approach the 
chair with their suspicions. 
The chair then investigates 
the matter and if enough 
evidence is available, the 
student is brought to trial. 

Sanctions are varied to fit 
the violation, and each case is 
studied individually with no 
bias towards precedents. The 
Honor Court does have the 
ability to suspend or expel 
students, although its primary 
philosophy is education.
